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REPORTS. 

HOARD OF EDUCATION. 



CENTRAL COLLEGE. 

We ure happy to learn from the report that comes to us from 
the Curators of Central College, and from Prof. Corprew, Chair- 
man of the Faculty, that this cherished institution is still prosecu- 
ting its work successfully and is growing slowly, yet steadily, in its 
material resources. The present session opened with an increased 
number of students, and the prospect is that the number of matric- 
ulates during the present year will be considerably larger than it 
has been for several years. Prof. Corprew’ s management, in the 
absence of a President, is to be highly commended. Just so soon 
as a man can be found who is fully competent and available, a 
President will be secured; b;t until then, the Board of Curators 
thought it best to leave the vacancy unsupplied, as they could not 
afford to make a mistake. 

The College is maintaining its high standard of scholarship and 
its consequent good reputation. We have an evidence of this in 
the fact that the University of Missouri, not long ago, came to the 
Faculty of Central for two of its best Professors, and more recently 
it has elected one of the graduates of Central to be an assistant 
Professor in its own Faculty. Our College is thus known and esti- 
mated by its fruits. The thorough work which it has for years 
been doing uives it a high standing among literary institutions. 
'Flie great need of Central College now is a much larger endowment 
fund. Its present endowment of $110,000, though safely loaned 
and bearing a good interest, is not sufficient to support even the 
present Faculty as it ought to be supported. Although we have 
done well in building up this institution to its present stage, yet we 
must not stop here — we have only made a good beginning. We 
must not forget the high aim which the founders of Central College 
expressly had in view at the time of its foundation; viz., to make 
it an institution of the very highest order. We all know that much 
yet remains to be done before this high and noble aim can be real- 
ized. We have no President ; the numerical strength of the Fac- 
ulty is too meagre; we have but the name, comparatively speaking, 
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of a library, a cabinet, a museum, a laboratory, a philosophical 
apparatus, etc., etc. Aside from this, we need additional build- 
ings. In a word, we ought to have as able a Faculty, and as com- 
plete an equipment for all the purposes of high education, as has 
any other college on the continent. To do this, of course, requires 
money. But until this is done, we can not fully command the best 
patronage of our people. We repeat, until this is done, many of 
the sons of our people will pass by their own College, and go to the 
better manned and better equipped colleges of the East. We can 
not ignore the importance of these facts. 

We therefore earnestly ask our people to come to the help of 
their own College. We ask you to help it by giving it your patron- 
age ; help it by giving it your influence ; help it by co-operating with 
its friends to endow it and equip it more largely: and thus continue 
to help it until it shall stand unrivaled among literary institutions — 
an honor to the Church and a blessing to the world.

CENTRAL FEMALE COLLEGE. 

The Board of Education have thoughtfully considered the annu- 
al report of the Board of Curators of Central Female College, located 
at Lexington, referred to us by your action. 

It affords us great satisfaction to be able to report from the data 
before us, the continued prosperity of that institution, under the 
able administration of Prof. Kerdolff, with the harmonious co-opera- 
tion of a well-chosen faculty and careful Board of Curators. 

Noticeable improvements have been made to the building, in 
the supply of the same with water, gas, and steam, thereby contrib- 
uting to the sauitary condition of the school, and more effectually 
guarding against loss and damage to life and property by tire. The 
said report mentions in language of gratitude and praise the liber- 
ality of our brethren of Kansas City toward this child of the Church. 
W e would echo these sentiments. 

One lamentable fact standing in the path of permanent pros- 
perity, confronts the College : It is still in debt. It is hoped that 

at an early day this incubus may be removed, and the College pro- 
vided with ample endowment may enter upon a career of prosperity 
hitherto unattained. Your Board entertain the hope that the day is 
not far distant when this consummation so devoutly wished for may 
be reached. 
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We take further pleasure in expressing our gratification that 
the present collegiate year has opened so auspiciously and encour- 
agingly, and that the school is made tributary to the kingdom of 
Christ by the organization of a Missionary Society and other activi- 
ties of Church enterprise. 

We recommend the adoption of the following resolutions: 

Resolved , That we endorse and recommend Central Female College as 
worthy of the patronage of Methodists throughout the State. 

Resolved, That the Bishop be requested to appoint a Visiting Committee 
to the College.

From the statement of the Book Agent, and exhibit of the Busi 
ness Manager, we are glad to learn that our publishing house is in 
a prosperous condition. The debt, which has been an obstacle in 
the way of enterprise, has been almost entirely removed. Ournew- 
ly-appointed Book Agent, Dr. Barbee, enters upon his work with the 
most encouraging prospects before him. He informs us that in the 
very beginning of his administration lie finds himself in an available 
position to execute the original design of the institution and contrib- 
ute to the avowed purpose of Methodism in the spread of Scriptural 
holiness over these lands. lie proposes not only to foster a pure 
Souhtern Methodist literature, but to diminish the cost of its pro- 
duction to such an extent as to make it more generally accessible bv 
our people. Our new Hymnal will be brought out as soon as the 
Committee on Revision shall have completed their work. Our Book 
Agent proposes to put the revised edition of our Hymn Book at such 
prices as will accommodate all our people. We are gratified to 
learn from I)r. Barbee that he hopes at no distant day to contribute 
something from the produce of the Publishing House for the benefit 
of our C onference C laimants, in accordance with the provision of 
the sixth restrictive rule of our constitution. 

The Nashville Christian Advocate maintains well its position as 
the oflicial organ of the Methodist Episcopal Church, South ; and 
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$80,000 
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should he aided by our preachers in securing the fifty thousand sub- 
scribers so earnestly desired by its editors. 

The Review is designed to meet a demand of our Church. Able 
and elaborately written articles, such as a Review should furnish, 
are inadmissible to the columns of the weekly newspaper. No great 
Church can afford to be without a good Review, but the patronage 
of our preachers and cultured laymen is the sine qua non of its suc- 
cessful publication. 

The St. Louis Christian Advoeate is in a prosperous condition 
financially, and continues to increase in its circulation. AN e endorse 
it as the or^an of our Conference, and commend it to the favor and 
increased patronage of our people. The donation of one thousand 
dollars by its Business Manager to the live patronizing Conferences, 
and which he proposes to increase as the patronage of the paper is 
extended, for the benefit of Conference Claimants, is gratefully ap- 
preciated by the members of this Conference. Y\ e recommend the 
re-appointment of W .

SUNDAY SCHOOL BOARD. 

During the past year, Children’s Day, as provided for by the 
last General Conference, was observed in many of our pastoral 
charges, with very satisfactory results : not only in the money col- 
lected, but in the increased interest in the extension of the work. 
The total amount contributed in this Conference, on Children’s Day, 
for aiding weak and destitute Sunday Schools, was $306.00. The 
Board has found it necessary to adopt certain regulations in the mat- 
ter of granting aid to weak or destitute Schools. All applications 
for aid must be made by the pastor of the charge in which the school 
is located, or must be endorsed by him. All applications must state 
that the schools to be aided are under the control of our Church, 
and that they will use our Sunday School literature. Money grant- 
ed by the Board shall only be used for the purchase of magazines 
for the use of the teachers, quarterlies and lesson papers, and where 
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necessity requires, for the purchase of singing books for purely mis- 
sion schools. Schools so helped must agree to assist themselves as 
far as possible. All schools assisted by the Board must make a re- 
port quarterly to the Chairman as long as aid is furnished them by 
the Board; and giving such information as the Board from time to 
time may require. 

We recommend the formation of Sunday School Missionary So- 
cieties, according to the discipline, wherever practicable : and that 
the first Sunday in each month be observed in all of our schools as 
Missionary Day ; and that on that day a collection betaken, such 
collection not to be a part of the regular assessment, but in addition 
thereto. 

We urge upon our District Conferences to occupy at least a 
part of one day as a Sunday School Conference, where diligent in- 
quiry be made into the general and spiritual condition of the schools 
within the District; and that the Presiding Elders be required to 
designate Sunday School Day when notice of the time of the meet- 
ing of the Conference be given. J. Spencer, for Board.

We commend this 
good work to our people at large. 
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The amount of $2,500 having been subscribed to the Marvin 
Loan Fund, by resolution Bishop Hendrix and Dr. Morton were re- 
quested to canvass the Conference to raise the balance of the fund, 
during the Conference year.
